Dear Mr. McCone: 

The Payroll Savings Plan for the purchase of Savings Bonds has 
proved to be a tremendously successful thrift system for employees 
of the Federal government as it has in private industry. More than 
a million of our civilian employees are saving regularly and system- 
atically by this means today.
